Through an error in the cataloguing of 
Part Il. of the Robert Hoe library sale, 
which ended yesterday afternoon, the re- 
ceipts fell slightly below $1,000,000. The 
error, consisted in crediting to one issue 
of a book, published at Amsterdam in 
1655, an early view of New York, where- 
as the view is in another edition of the 
Same work. The item was therefore with- 
drawn. It is believed that the book with 
the map would have brought $3,000 at 
least. 

As it was the grand total reached $997,- 
868. The day's single session brought 
$42,876. The attendance was good, and 
the competition keen. Some of those who 
had been most conspicuous in the other 
sessions were, however, absent, among 
them being Miss Greene. J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan's librarian; Bernard Quaritch of Lon- 
don, Dr. L. A. Berg of Frankfort-on- 
Main, and Mme. Theophile Belin of Paris. 
George D. Smith, who has been at every 
session day and night from the start to 
the finish, occupied his usual seat in the 
first row in the auction nall, and Henry 
BE. Huntington, as usual, was at his side. 
Smith's purchases total $528,007, or more 
than one-half of the entire receipts 

In this account are probably inciuded 
the Gutenberg Bible and whatever other 
books he bought for Mr. Huntington. The 
total of Bernard Quaritch’s purchases is 
about $90,000, which includes some of the 
rarities, which he is credited with having 
bought for J. Pierpont Morgan. 

The highest price vesterday was $10,000 
paid by Smith for a fine copy of John 
Winthrop’s ** Declaration of Former Pas- 
sages and Proceedings betwixt the Mng- 
lish and the Narrowgansetts with their 
Confederates,” published at Cambridge, 
Mass., in 1645 by John Dave. It is the 
first book on a historical subject, printed 
in English America, and, chronologically, 
the third surviving example of Daye's 
press at Cambridge. It is of great rarity, 
being one of only four known coples, 
of which are in public institutions. 

New Bngland made a short effort to get 
his rarity. George E. Littlefield of Bos- 

1 and George Parker Winship of the 

‘arter Brown Library of Providence, 
, took a prominent part in the strug- 
sie for its possession. Mr. Winship him- 
self bid up to $2,000 and another repre- 
eentative of the library hung on until 
three times that sum was offered. Mr. 
Littlefield kept at it until the bidding 
reached $4,000, when he quit. Dodd & Liv- 
ingston, Frederick ". Morris, and Mr. 
Smith continued the contest until Mr. 
Smith got up to $10,000. This quieted the 
others. This is a new record price with a 
vengeance, the previous record, it is said, 
being only $250. 

Another new record was

(Charles Wolley, or 
Wooley, accompanied Sir Edmund Andros, 
Governor of New York, to America in 
1078 William Wood's ‘‘ New England's 
Prospect,’’ with the rare wood cut map, 
“The South Part of New England as it is 
Planted this Yeare, 1635,’"’ brought $425, 
(Smith.) 

The sale was conducted by Daniel R. 
Kennedy, who has presided at fifteen of 
the nineteen sessions of Part T. Major 
kK. S. Turner made a few remarks toward 
the close of the day. in which he saia 
that there would come a time when the 
prices paid at this sale, instead of being 
thought ‘‘absurd,’’ would be considered 
cheap; that, by the provisions of Robert 
Hoe’s will, the entire library was to be 
dispersed at public sale, not a _ singte 
book being disposed of at private sale, 
the seven heirs being obliged to come like 
every one else to the auction room and 
bid for any books they wanted. This 
sale, he declared, would lead to a revision 
of values, and he mentioned the time 
when a Caxton sold for only a shilling 
and $100 was considered an ‘“ absurd ”’ 
price for a Gutenberg Bible. 

One of the interesting incidents of the 
sale is the fact that it is probably the 
first ever made the subject of a wireless 
message. Mr. Winship of the John Carter 
Brown Library, who made an extended 
tour through Mexico, left the United 
States before the date of the Hoe sale 
was announced. He thought it would 
begin some time in May. Catalogues 
were mailed to him, but he did not re- 
ceive them. He was anxious to be pres- 
ent at the dispersal of the library. 

He was aboard the Seguranca last week, 
bound from Havana to New York. The 
vessel had sailed but a short distance 
from Hanava Harbor, when a wireless 
was received aboard, announcing the sale 
of the Gutenberg Bible to Henry E. Hunt- 
ington for $50,000, and also Mr. Hunt- 
ington’s purchase of the BE. D. Church 
library. 

Capt. J. E. Jones of the Seguranca, in- 
stead of stopping at Nassau, as usual, 
made a straight and quick line for New 
York, arriving here two days sooner than 
he otherwise would have done, and en- 
abling Mr. Winship to be present at last 
Friday’s session of the Hoe sale.

Voluntarily Cancels All Its Con- 
tracts—Ends State’s Dis- 
solution Suit.

Knickerbocker Ice Co. to Distribute 
Natural and Ice Manufacturing Co, 


to Control Artificial Products. 





The Americun Ice Company, a New 
Jersey corporation capitalized at $22,- 
500,000, susx2nded operation in the State 
of New York yesterday, and‘all its ice- 
distributing business here was taken 
over by the Knickerbocker Ice Company, 
The President of the old company, Wes- 
ley M. Oler, was retained as President 
of the new corporation. The manufactur- 
ing plants of the corporation will have a 
separate existence under the name of 
The lee Manufacturing Company. 

The effect of tne order is far-reaching. 
In the main, it releases all the small ice 
concerns which were under contract with 
the trust to freely compete in the manu- 
facture and distribution of ice, and pre- 
vents the American Ice Company from 
bringing any action upon such contracts, 
agreements, or arrangermnents. It restores 
them, practically, to the same 
they occupied before the contracts with 
the American Ice Company were made. 

Should the American Ice Company apply 
for a license to do business within this 
State, or undertake to enforce any of the 
contracts, agreements, or combinations, 


mentioned 4n the original suit against the! 
the 


corporation, the order provides that 
Attorney General may apply without 
notice for a permanent injunction re- 
Straining the corporation from doing any 
business here, 

This action on the part of the court was 
satisfactory to the defendants, it is as- 
serted, in a resolution filed with the 
papers. This resoluticn. passed by the 
Directors of the American Ice Company 
on March 7 last declared that: 

Whereas, Although counsel have advised 
that, in their opinion, the court has no 
@uthority to enter any decree canceling the 
license of the defendant to do business 
within this State, it is deemed desirable 
in the interest of a satisfactory conduct of 
ita business and of avoiding expendittre 
of the time and money necessary to deiend 
the pending action of People vs. American 
lee Company, now on the calender for trial, 
for the company to voluntarily request the 
eancellation of its licenge to do business in 
this State, upon the understanding and 
condition that {t will not again apply for 
any such license, and to transfer its prop- 
erty in this State to other corporation or 
corporations, omitting therefrom the benefit 
of any contracts—though the same have 
already expired--which, it is claimed by the 
piaintiff in this action, together consti- 
tute a restraint of trade by prohibiting 
persons from engaging freely in the ice 
ae or in any branch thereof; therefore 
iT 

Resolved, That the officers of this com- 
pany are authorized to make and do forth- 
with make to the Secretary of State of 
the State of New York application for the 
cancellation of its license. 

In all their answers to complaints, the 
attorneys for the American Ice Com- 
pany, Davies, Auerbach, Cornell & Barry, 
and Frank R. Savidge, John B. Stanch- 
field and Joseph S. Auerbach of counsel, 
joining in the consent to apply for the 
of the license, insist that 
their corsent was given without admission 
that the defendant has been guilty of 
violating any statute, criminal or civil. 
President Oler made this statement. . 

The growth of the Manufacturing Depart- 
ment of the American Ice Company in New 
York has made it desirable for the company 
to segregate that department from its dis- 
tributing and natural ice department, so for 
more than a year its officers have planned 
to separate its New York department into 
two companies. 

With this end in view, there was organ- 
ized a domestic corporation to take over the 
manufacturing department; at the same 
time resuming the old name of the Knick- 
erbocker Ice Company in its natural and 
distributing department. 

With the destre, if possible, to settle the 
sult then pending between the State and 
it, which had for years been a source of 
iarge expenditure in money and time, to 
both the State and the company, its of- 
ficers entered into negotiations with the 
Attorney General to bring about such settle- 
ment, in view of the fact that the contracts 
complained of had all expired or been volun- 
tarily canceled, and the makers permitted 
full liberty of re-entering into competition 
and in further view of the proposed volun- 
tary withdrawa] of the company from the 
State. 

These negotiations were extended Into 
the term of Mr, Carmody, the present At- 
torney General, who called in James W, 
Osborne, who had conducted the prosecution 
of the ice company on behalf of the State. 
The negotiations resulted in a settlement 
of this protracted litigation. 

It may tend to remove a popular mis- 
conception, when it is stated that the basis 
of the litigation was a number of bills .of 
sale, entered into by a former administra- 
tion In the years 1899 and 1900, conta!ining 
a ten-year restrictive clause, with which 
the present administration had nothing 
whatever to do, and voluntarily canceled 
those that had not already expired. 

No alteration in the capitalization of 
either the American Ice Company or the 
American Ice Securities Company. or thelr 
financial interests is occasioned by these 
changes. 

‘Will this reorganization raise the price 
of ice?” President Oler was asked. 

‘* No,” he replied. 

‘‘Has the recent $38,000,000 bond Issue, 
redeemable at par in 1914, any bearing on 
this reorganization? ’”’ 

‘‘None whatever; they are all on the 
market, and there tis nothing the matter 
with them,” he replied. 

All the old wagons of the old company 
appeared on the streets yesterday in new 
hues and  gaae the name Knickerbocker 
Ice Company. In the offices of the com- 
pany, at Broadway and _ “(Thirty-first 
Street, doors and windows still bore the 
signs of the American Ice Company, how- 
ever, and the elevator boy, when asked 
where the offices of the Knickerbocker 


Ice Company were, said that there was no 


such concern in the building. 

“The American Ice Company owns all 
the ice in this town, and if you want any 
ice, I guess its the twelfth floor you 
want,” he said. 


ALBANY. May 5.—Attorney General 
Carmody said to-night that the State has 
not discontinued its civil suit against the 
American Ice Company in connection with 
the order entered in the Supreme Court 
in New York. Former Attorney General 
William §. Jackson instituted an action 
against the company on behalf of the 
State to cancel the company’s certificate, 
alleging that it had entered into a con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade.

‘‘The order entered to-day, said Attor- 
ney General Carmody, ‘canceled all of 
the contracts alleged to have been in re- 
straint of trade as well as the certificate 
of the company. It is further provided 
in the order that all rights, privileges, 
and franchises of the company to do 
business in the State of New York be can- 
celed, and the company be forever pro- 
hibited from doing business in the State.: 

‘* All the relief asked for in the com- 
plaint in the civil action has been ac- 
complished and the company agrees io 
abandon the appeal in erlminal proceed- 
ings and pay the $5,000 fine. 
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COME-ON SETS TRAP 


FOR WIRE TAPPERS 


Leads Police to ‘“ Poolroom ” 
Where Men Run Wildly Around, 
Betting Thousands. 








THIRTEEN “PLAYERS” SEIZED 





Many Known In Rogues’ Gallery—Mc- 
Donald of Philadelphia Shows 
He’s No “ Easy Mark.” 





Thirteen men were locked up in Police 
Headquarters early last evening charged 
with having attempted to swindle by 
means of the old wire-tapping game, a 
wealthy contractor and buileer of Phila- 
delphia and Cumden, N. J. According to 
the police the thirteen compose a4 
band of wire-tappers than whom 
none more skillful or notorious has 
Operated in this city since the days 
of old Chris Tracey, known AS 
the King of Wiretappers. Several of the 
thirteen have police records, and their 
photographs and Bertillon measurements 
are on file in Police Headquarters. 

The capture of the band was brought 
about, according to the police; by 
Charles McDonald, the builder they at- 
tempted to swindle. From the time that 
he was approached first by a member 
of the gang, Mr. McDonald said last night, 
he had realized the swindle that was be- 
ing attempted, and had pretended ignor- 
ance solely to enable him to trap the 
whole band. 

“They thought they had an easy mark 
from Philadelphia,’’ laughed Mr. McDon- 
ald last night. ‘‘ Why, I’ve owned run- 
ners as well as trotters and pacers. 
There's nothing about this racing game 
I don’t Know from actual experience. It 
struck mé as funny at first that any one 
should try to swindle me, but then I sud- 
denly decided I'd teach these chaps a 
lesson. Next time I guess they'll be care- 
ful who they monkey with.’ 

It was just a week ago to-morrow, Mr. 
McDonald said, that he had been ap- 
proached by a member of the gang. 

‘“T had spent Saturday and 


ing the ferry from Camden to Philadel- 
phia late Sunday afternoon to keep an 
engagement,’ he said, ““when a man on 
the boat struck up a conversation with 
me. Hie asked me first what city it was 
we were approaching. I thought he 
couldn't be 2s green as he pretended to 
be, but I told him it was Philadelphia 
and waited for more developments. They 
came quick enough.” 

In the short ride across the ferry, Mr. 
McDonald said, his new acquaintance 
had told him that he controlled the racing 
wires of the telegraph companies, and 
was able to hold up information from the 
various race tracks for as long as eight 
minutes. That was long enough to get a 
bet down, the man said, and he needed 
only a few thousand dollars to make 
himself independently wealthy by playing 
sure things in the poolrooms. He gave 
his name as McCormick, and said he was 
going to stop at the Hotel Walton in Phil- 
adelphia. Then the boat made its slip, 
and he and Mr. McDonald parted. 

On Monday the builder made a hurried 


trip to Norfolk, returning on Wednesday | 


morning. He learned then from his book- 
keeper that a Mr. McCormick had tele- 
phoned to him. Angered by the persisten- 
cy of the man Mr. McDonald determined 
to trap him. When McCormick telephoned 
again Mr. McDonald made an appoint- 
ment to meet him and then arranged to 
visit New York, taking the train which 
reached here at 11:03 o’clock Thursday 
morning. 

These arrangements made, Mr. McDon- 
ald hurried home, packed his bag, and 
caught a train which got him to this city 
on Wednesday night. He put up at the 
Hotel Langham, in Twenty-eighth Street, 
and early Thursday morning he visited 
Inspector Russell at the Detective Bureau. 

“These fellows can't tell me anything 
about the racing game and they can't 
get any of my money while I’m alive and 
well,” he told the Inspector. ‘I’ve got 
plenty of money to make a bluff and see 
this being through, and all I want from 
you is a couple of good men to make the 
arrests when I give the word." 

Inspector Russell assigned Detectives 
McKenna and Cassassa to work with Mr. 
McDonald and the contractor hurried 
back to his hotel to await the arrival of 
McCormick. The latter, according to the 
builder, arrived on time and then they 
began a tour of the town. McCormick 
took the builder to a place in Sixty-sixth 
Street, which he said was a big poolroom 
where only thousand dollar bets were 
taken, but at the door, which was opened 
on a chain, the doorkeeper said that there 
was no play as the police were watching 
the place. 

The place, according to Mr. McDonald, 
was no poolroom, and had been arranged 
just for his visit. He allowed himself to 
be led to another place in Sixty-fourth 
Street, where he was told the game was 
run by J. M. Mahoney, famous in former 
days as the head of a syndicate of pool- 
rooms. This place he and McCormick 
finally entered and laid a small bet of $20, 
on which they won $12. The visit was 
simply to satisfy McDonald that the place 
was all right, and then he and McCor- 
mick went down to a place in West Twen- 
tv-ninth Street, where McDonald says 
McCormick, with qa great show of secrecy, 
revealed to him a big box from which 
scores of telegraph wires ran, and told 
him that these were the wires over which 
the racing news was circulated. 

‘‘By grounding these for a few minutes 
I can hold up the returns,’’ McCormick 
told him, according to Mr. McDonald. 
‘* You see how easy it is for me.”’ 

Mr. McDonald declared that he was per- 
fectly satisfied with the arrangements, 
and after it had been agreed that all bets 
should be divided equally between him- 
self and McCormick, he took leave of his 
new friend, agreeing to meet him yester- 
day afternoon outside the Hotel Breslin. 

Yesterday morning, after telling the de- 
tectives everything that had transpired, 
Mr. McDonald drew $1,400 from his bank 
and then altered the stub in his check 
book to make it appear that he had drawn 
$21,400. He got two $500 bills and the 
rest of the money in $5 bills and then 
prepared a roll with a $500 bill on inside 
and outside, so that it seemed as if there 
were easily $21,000 in the roll. 

Equippe with this Mr. McDonald 
awaited McCormick, and when he arrived 
started uptown with him in @ taxicab. 
Behind in other taxicabs rode Detectives 
McKenna, Cassassa, Cray, Savage, 
Mugge, Raftus, Gaynor, and Toner. They 
visited a restaurant in Broadway be- 
tween Sixtieth and Sixty-first Street, and 
about 6:30 o’clock rode to 29 West Sixty- 
first Street, where the watching detectives 
saw Mr. McDonald and McCormick alight 
from their cab and enter. 

It had been the plan of the detectives 
to await a signal from Mr. McDonald be- 
fore making an arrest, but after he had 
entered the detectives feared that he 
might be robbed of the $1,400, and so Mc- 
Kenna bounded up the steps when the 
door had scarcely shut behind Mr. Me- 
Donald and demanded admission. The 
doorkeeper slammed the door in his face, 
but McKenna shoved his right hand 
through the glass panel and snapped the 
lock. Then he burst in with his revolver 
in his hand, and shoving it into the face 
of the doorkeeper, threatened to kill him 
if he resisted. The man stood still while 
the rest of the detectives entered, and 
then the eight passed into a big room on 
the first floor.

MEXICO CITY, May 5.—There are 
still many minor obstacles to be over- 
come before peace in Mexico can be ac- 
complished, but the great stumbling 
block to be encountered in the negotia- 
tions is undoubtedly the time and 
place of President Diaz’s resignation, 
if Gen. Diaz is to resign, and the worda- 
ing of the proclamation in which this 
is to be announced to the people. Gen. 
Diaz also is extremely reluctant to 
nominate the fourteen provisional Gov- 
ernors of States whom Gen. Madere 
has chosen to act pending the election 
of their successors. Should he take this 
action, of course, it would not mean 
sharing his power with the revolution- 
ists, but resigning it into their hands. 

As President Diaz observes his 
sphynxlike attitude and none of his 
Ministers, except Sefior Limantoup, 
have the slightest idea of what he pro- 
poses to do, his resignation may even 
now be written out and on its way 
north, as some think, but it is certain 
that his Cabinet, as a Cabinet, knows 
nothing about it. 

Diaz to Fight to the Last, 

Gen. Diaz last night received Dn 
Manuel Bonilla, an old friend and until 
recently the President of Honduras 
The conversation was long and cordial. . 
Gen. Diaz is reported on very good au- 
thority to have said to his old friend: 

‘“T came into power fighting, and if 
the fates decide that I must turn my 
unhappy country over to these people 
you may be sure I will not do so with- 
out fighting to the last. I think I owe 
this to my country and to my past.” 

I asked Dr. Bonilla about this version 
of the interview. While he would 
neither affirm nor deny it I am inclined 
to think it is true as reported. 

Many Saloons Are Closed. 


All Mexico City has been afoot to-day 
for the celebration of the victory over 
the French at Puebla. Thousands 
have hurried from the Alameda to San 
Fernando, where the gallant Gen. Zara- 
gosa, hero of the day, lies buried, and 
from the palace to Chapultepec, as 
though fearful that they might not see 
all that was going on. 

There has been less drunkenness than 
is usual—than on Holy Cross Day for 
instance—and up to the evening there 
had been no serious disorder and no 
fighting had taken place. Many of 
the smaller cantinas were closed for 
the day. Count Raybaudi Massiglia, 
the ItaHan Minister here, should get 
the credit for this improvement. 

It is certain that the Italian Minister 
was with the Foreign Minister for a 
long time last night, and he is supposed 
to have satisfied the Ministry,. from 
information which his nationals had 
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placed in his hands, that there would) 
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be Serious trouble unless the saloons } 


were closed and other preventive and 
precautiorary measures were taken. 

However, there is no possibility of 
pleasing the foreign colony as a whole, 
and many are now complaining that 
the gentry from the poorer section of 
Santa Julia, who are now prowling 
around the wealthier sections of the 
city, are more dangerous and irrespon- 
sible when thirsty than when deeply 
immersed in liquor. 


Orowds Dispersed at Palace. 


Thousands of workingmen and pela- 
dos, or street ruffians, have congre- 
gated all day in Constitution Place be- 
fore the National Palace and Incadena 
Street, where is the private residence 
of President Diaz. Despite the fact 
that the mounted police have charged 
them three or four times with drawn 
swords and have beaten many of them 
with the flat of the swords, they have 
persisted in returning and shouting 
from time to time: 

“Way Diaz die! We will defend the 
rights our fathers won, for we must 
Safeguard and increase our inheritance 
for our sons! ”’ 

I saw one mounted man pulled from 
his horse in a charge, but up to this 
evening I believe that no one has been 
seriously hurt. 

All the jewelry shops in the Avenida 
Francisco and all the banks are barri- 
caded to-day, which does not give the 
city a cheerful appearance. 

I can see no signs or indications that 
the insurgents are nearer the city than 
yesterday. 


Exodus of the Foreigners. 


The departure of foreigners from this 
city is assuming the proportions of an 
exodus. Last night at the railway sta- 
tion there were scenes tragic and gay, 
too. The lights went out at 7:15 o'clock, 
just as many passengers’ luggage had 
been checked to Laredo. The darkness 
was interpreted {n many ways. Some 
who had no tickets decided to join fugt- 
tives, while a large majority of those 
whose baggage was on board the train 
decided to remain and take their 
chances with the capital. 

At the chief steamship office here to- 
day I was informed that all possible ac- 
commodations out of Vera Cruz and 
Tampico up to mastheads and includ- 
ing the crows’ nests had been engaged 
for six weeks ahead. Inquiries have 
been sent to Havana and New York 
esking if extra steamers cannot be sent 
to these ports. 

Tt is hardly necessary to insist on the 
injury this departure en masse will 
work upon Mexico commercially, indus- 
trially, and in every other way, or how 
many thousands of unfortunate people, 
a great majority of them Mexicans, will 
be thrown out of employment at this 
critical moment. :

Torreon is a comparatively new and 
thriving city of about 30,000 inhabitants 
and the junction of several railroad lines, 
is centrally’ located in the rich Laguna 
district of the State of Coahuila. In the 
city are a number of cotton, flour, and 
iron mills. Raw material for the cotton 
mills is supplied by the surrounding coun- 
trv. The city also possesses the largest 
soap factory in Mexico and a huge smelt- 
er, to which ore is shipped from points 
hundreds of miles distant. 

The city was founded in 1887 on aranch 
known as F)] Covote, and got its name 
from a watch tower erected to guard 
against hostile Indians. Within twenty 
years of its foundation it had progressed 
so rapidly that {t was elevated to the 
rank of a city. It has a number of fine 
buildings, well-paved streets, and several 
tramway lines. At its present rate of 
progress it should some day be the me- 
tropolis of the Laguna district. 

It numbers among its inhabitants a 
good-sized colony of Americans, also 
many Chinese, who have been of material 
aid in the commeércial development of the 
place. One of the wealth‘est of the local 
institutions is the Mexican-Chinese Bank. 
Owing to the number of Americans in 
Torreon a Methodist church was built 
there in 1908 at a cost of $35,000.

CARTER’S MEN GET A REST. 


Soldiers Read Reports of Mexican 
Situation That Excite Them. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, May 5.—There 
were no long hikes by the regulars of 
Gen. Carter’s division to-day. All the 
regiments, with the exception of the 
Ninth and Eleventh were in camp, and 


according to the officers the men are 
in perfect condition for service. There 
has been practically no sickness, and 
out of the entire division there’ have 
been less than seventy-five desertions in 
the two months that the mobilization 
camp has been in existence. Practically 
all of the deserters were recruits, and 
nearly every one of them was captured 
within a few days of their disappearance. 

The afternoon newspapers here printed 
the Mexican news under spread head- 
lines worded in the most alarming fash- 
ion, and thousands of copies were sold 
in the mobilization camp. Officers and

MADERO MAY END 
ARMISTICE T0-DAY 


Vainly Waits for Diaz to An- 
nounce His Intention to Re- 
sign as Rebels Demand. 
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Has Not Sent Ultimatum Officially— 
Diaz Quoted as Saying He Would Re- 
sian After Order Was Restored. 


at 





EL PASO, May 5.—If President Diaz 
does not announce publicly by toemorrow 
noon his intention ot resigning soon a 
conclusion of the armistice for the Chi- 
huahua district and an attack on Juarez 
are imminent. 

This was the opinion of insurrecto lead- 
ers to-night after a twenty-folir-hour wait 
for the answer of President Diaz to the 
suggestion made yesterday by Francisco 
I. Madero, Jr., through his Peace Com- 
missioners to Judge Carabajal, the Fed- 
eral envoy. 


Gen. Madero to-night was sounded by 
one of the Federal go-betweens to ascer- 
tain whether he would consent to an ex- 
tension of the armistice, which expires 
to-morrow. He replied that he would. 
answer that question to-morrow morning. 
He said if an extension were asked by 
the Federal Government, he would de- 
mand specific reasons before granting it. 

Judge Carabajal as well as the other 
Perce Commissioners remained in their 
hotels all day. Dr. Vasquez Gomez, head 
of the rebel] conimission, late to-night said 
that he was still awaiting word from 
Judge Carabajal as to yesterday's propo- 
sition, and that no more peace conferences 
would be held till a reply was received. 

Judge Carabajal declared that he had 
not officially transmitted the proposition 
of the rebel Commissioners. He told the 
newspaper men that he had no authority 
to receive any propositions concerning 
Gen. Diaz’s resignation, his instructions 
covering only specific points concerning 
political reforms. When told of this, Gen. 
Madero expressed the opinion that per- 
haps Judge Carabajal was not willing to 
acknowledge the submission of the Diaz 
question to the Government. Some of 
the Federal go-betweens admitted that 
it was their impression the Government 
received the Madero proposition last 
night, but could not state in what form 
it had been sent. 


Braniff Explains Diaz's Vievrr. 


Sefior Oscar Braniff, one of the go 
betweens in the negotiations, said to-day 
that it was he who had conveyed to Gen. 
Madero assurances of President Diaz's in- 
tention to resign. He explained that 
President Diaz, in a conversation, had 
said he felt obligated to the majority of 
Mexican voters who had elected him, but 
the moment he felt convinced the major- 
itv of the Mexican people no lénger want- 
ed him as President he would resign. 
Senor Braniff said he had not been di- 
rected to relate the conversation to Gen. 
Madero, but that he had felt at liberty to 
do so. Then he had personally ventured 
the opinion to Gen. Madero that President 
Diaz would resign immediately after 
peace was restored. 

Sefiors Braniff and Obregon visited the 
Madero headquarters to-dav and talked. 
for a long time with Gen. Madero, while 
the Peace Commissioners remained in 
their hotel rooms in El Paso awaiting In- 
structions. After the conference. Sefior 
Braniff issued this statement: 

Mr. Madero declares officially that he 
has been confided by some of us with the 
secret that Gen. Diaz intends to retire as 
soon as Mexico is pacified, and on the 
strength of this assertion apreals to his 
patriotism and invites him to come out 
with a confirmation of his gecret, thus re- 
lieving the actual deadlock 

In my endeavor to fight the anti-Diaz 
bogey which has been exploited by some 
for purposes which, in due course of time, 
we shal! make public, with appropriate and 
sufficient proofs, I told Mr. Madero pri- 
vately that for a long time Gen. Diaz had 
been desirous of retiring from public life. 
I told him that now more than ever Diaz 
was anxious to retire, not only because he 
thought he deserved a few years’ rest and 
relief from the terrific responsibilities of 
the last thirty years, but because he wanted 
to have the happiness of witnessing the 
certainty of his country’s stability through 
its political emancipation, to be brought 
about by a patriotically and discreetly ex- 
ercised suffrage. 

He said his obligations toward the ma- 
jority of voters who had re-elected him, 
together with the prudence of the patriot, 
the dignity of the executive. and the pres- 
tice and credit ‘of the Government and 
country, both at home and abroad, pre- 
cluded his retirement under pressure of 
an armed revolution. 

Alongside of this determination the Gov- 
ernment was cheerfully willing to recog- 
nize and implant promptiv all such re- 
forms, howsoever radical“as responded to 
the well-defined general pwUblic demand, 
irrespective of their presence in the revolu- 
tionary programme. In demonstration of 
good faith it stood ready to grant all prac- 
tical guarantees to the effect of irrevo- 
cably binding the administration to these 
reforms, but this in a dignified manner— 
a point which must interest every Mex!l- 
can, be he conservative, revolutionary, or 
simply a passive citizen. 

Sefior Braniff'lauded the sincerity of the 
Government and declared that “it now 
was up to Mr. Madero and his followers ”’ 
to meet the Government in the same 
spirit. 


Madero Swayed by Other Leaders. 


Gen. Madero feels that he has played 
his trump card. He showed plainly to- 


day the effect of the nervous strain of 
the last few days. When therFederal go- 
betweens first talked to Madeéro, just be- 
fore the first armistice was arranged, 
they found him ready to accept Gen. 
Diaz as President, providing certain re- 
forms were instituted. Since then he has 
been surrounded by the political chiefs 
of the revolution, and finally has been 
persuaded that only through an announce- 
ment of the intended resignation of Diaz 
could peace be restored. 

The change in Madero’s views is said 
to have been due to the persuasion of 
Dr. Vasquez Gomez. Dr. Gomez before 
coming here was one of those who 
thought peace could be effected with the 
President in power and that informal as- 
suraneces of President Diaz’s intention to 
resign would suffice. When Gomez ar- 
rived here, however, and learned of the 
determined position of revolutionary lead- 
ers from various parts of Mexico he is 
said to have devoted himself at once to 
the proposition which was finally sub- 
mitted to the Government envoy yester- 
day. 

Telegrams received by Francisco I. Ma- 
dero, Jr., to-day from Ambrosio Figueroa 
ray explicitly that the latter's negotia- 
tions with the Government vere only con- 
cerning an armistice, and that he would 
abide by the peace conditions agreed upon 
by Madero. 

Advices from Monterey to-day were that 
ihe Federals and insurrectos at San Pe- 
dro, Coahuila, had signed an agreement 
by which the Federals retired with their 
arms and ammunition to Monterey, and 
the insurrectos agreed to preserve peace 
and order and assume the government of 
the district.

Trustees Return $150,000.

CAMBRIDGE; Mass., May 5.—Certain of 
the undergraduate body at Wellesley Col- 
lege, and one or two members of the 
faculty have stated their belief that the 
Trustees of Wellesley should accept no 


more gifts or donations from John D. 
Rockefeller, and further in a _ petition 
which reads to this effect add a_ rec- 
ommendation that a gift of $150,000 re- 
ceived from the Oil King eight years ago 
be refunded. 

The petition ends with this paragraph, 
‘‘We, the undersigned, do not feel that 
our college should rest under the shadow 
of this gift.’’ ; 

The petition is attributed to Miss Viola 
White of Brooklyn, a senior. Miss White 
refuses to discuss the matter. 

Ellen F. Pendleton, acting President of 
Wellesley said: ‘‘ There is a student in 
college who is very much opposed to Mr. 
Rockefeller and his methods, and she is 
very serious in her convictions, and 
would not be at all surprised if this 
student had drawn up such a paper. If 
such a pettion is in existence, and it 
comes to the Board of Trustees through 
the regular chennels, we will give it care- 
ful consideration.. This $150,000 gift was 
accepted about eight vears ago, and the

SUES THEOSOPHICAL SOCIETY 


Relatives of Alexander Fullerton Want 
Deed of Trust Annulled. 


The Theosophical Society at Adyar, 
Madras, india, has been served with notiog 
ef a suit to annul and declare void a deed 
of trust whereby Alexander Fullerton on 
Nov. 9%, 1909, assigned 172 shares of 
American Smelter preferred stock to the 
Theosophical Society, with a provision for 
a division of the interest for life between 
Henry Hotchner and Walter Schuyler 
Ladd, two of his young theosophist friends, 
They, with the Theosophical Society an 
the Union Trust Company as trusteé of 
the stock, are made co-defendants in the 
present suit. 
The suit is brought by Spencer Fullere 
ton of Philadelphia, a brother, and Fostes 
Milliken, a nephew of Alexander Fullere 
ton, aS a committee of his person and 
property for Alexander Fullerton, who 
wag formerly a pronounced theosophist 
and an officer only a little lower than the 
Mahatmas, has since been: pronounced in- 
sane and is now an inmate of a private 
sanatorium. 
In their complaint, @!ed in the Supreme 
Court, asking the cour’ to nullify the deed, 
Griggs, Baldwin & Baldwin of 27 Pine 
Street, attorneys fcp the plaintiffs, set 
forth that Hiotchner/ taking advantage of 
Fullerton’s unsoundress of mind, induced 
him io transfer to him without considera- 
tion the shares of Smelter stock and te 
agree to a deed of trust by which Hotche 
ner should, after Fullerton’s death, get 
the jnterest from ninety-two shares for 
life ‘and Ladd the interest from eighty 
shares, the principal and interest to revert 
on their deaths to the Theosophical So- 
ciety. 
Alexander Fullerton, at the time of ths 
drawing of the deed and the assignment of 
the stock in trust, was a wealthy bachelor 
living at the Hotel Marlton, 3 West Eighth 
Street. On Feb. 18, 1910, he was arrested 
by Anthony Comstock for sending im- 
proper letters through the mails; and it 
was at this time that the case egainst 
him in the United States Circuit Court wag 
dropped on the plea of insanity and @: 
Commission in Lunacy appointed. 
Aceording to Maurice Deiches of 2714 
Broadway, attorney for Hotchner, that 
young man was induced by Fullerton to 
give up his business.as stenographer and 
become a lecturer in theosophy, traveling 
about the country and thus becoming more 
intimately acquainted with the old man, 
It was to enable him to carry on his the- 
osephic work that Fullerton deeded a part 
of the income from the Sme'ter stock to 
Hotchner, according to Mr. Deiches, 
Hotchner, he said. doesn’t want the money 
—in fact, wouldn’t take it—but will cone 
test the case simply to defeat what he 
considers an attempt to besmirch his chare- 
acter and motives. Ladd will also fight

SAVED IN FALLING ELEVATOR. 


Quick-Witted Operator Has Passen- 
gers Clutch the Sides. 


Joseph Foley, who runs an elevator im 
the office building at 39 East Twenty- 
first Street, saved himself and ten pas- 
sengers from serious injury, if not from 
death, when the elevator fell six floors 
to the basement yesterday afternoon. 
Foley, when he found that the car wag 
bevond his control, shouted to his pas- 
sengers to jump from the floor and clutch 
the lattice work sides of the car, holding 
themselves by their hands so that they 
might not receive the whole shock when 
the car struck the bottom. 

‘““T read abouts chap doing the same 

thing when his elevator fell, and as soon 
as my car got beyond my control, the idea 
flashed across my mirmd. I didn’t know 
whether it would work’ or not, but any- 
thing was better than standing on the 
floor of the car and waiting for the 
crash,’’ said Foley last night, ‘‘so I told 
every one what to do, and caught the 
sides of the car myself.’’ 
The car struck the bottom of the pit 
with force enough to smasn the flooring 
into splinters. Foley and the others were 
pulled loose from the car sides to which 
they clung and their hnds were skinned. 
None Was seriously hurt, however, for the 
first shock merely wrenched them looga, 
and they fell to the bottom of the car, 
heavily, but with much less jar than 
they must have received, had they stood, 
Dr. Armstrong of the New York Hose 
pital dressed the torn hands of the car’g 
occupants, and they ail returned to work, 
What made the car drop could not be 
learned. The cables were all right, and 
the mechanism seemed to be in order. 


ROB MESSENGER OF $916,

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STATE REJECTS AID 
IN NEW CANAL DAM 


Rescinds Plans of Old Board 
‘Agreeing to $5,000,000 Fed- 
eral Expenditure at Troy. 








POWER LEASES THE ISSUE 





Hydraullco Company’s Claim to Rights 
Upheld After Having Been Rejected 
May Check River Improvements. 





Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, May 5.—The new dam at 
Troy in connection with the barge canal 
terminal here is not to be built at the 
expense of the Federal Government after 
all, although the United States authori- 
ties had agreed to put $5,000,000 into the 
work. The dam will be built by the State. 
This has been decided by the State Canal 
Board, acting upon the advice of Atter- 
mey General Carmody. 

The Attorney General says that his 
Pringipal reason for so advising the 
Canal Board is because the Federal Gov- 
ernment insisted on controlling the power 
rights to the dam, but there are those who 
essert that the leases of the Troy Hydrau- 
lic Company to the water rights had the 
greater influence with Mr. Carmody. He 
has just decided that these leases, which 
give the company rights ata 
payment of only $300 a pear to the State, 
cannot be canceled. In this he takes 
direct isye with his predecessor, Attorney 
General O’Malley, who decided that the 
leases were revokable. 

When the Federal Government first 
offered to build the dam the demand for 
control of the water rights was assentee 
to by the Canal Board, which terminated 
its existence with the year 1910. There- 
upon the Troy Hydraulic Company anda 
its constituent concerns, which had been 
using the water power under lease of the 
Canal Board since early in the nineteenth 
e@ntury, raised objection to the State 
giving up control. 

The Federal authorities, however, in- 
sistéd that if it assumed contro! that it 
glist not be hampered with any leases or 
other annoyances. It was then that Mr. 
O'Malley, after examining the original 
leases to the water companies. decided 
that the Canal Board would revoke them, 
‘The old Canal Board revoked the leases 
and turned the territory over to the Fed- 
eral Government, and its engineering 
corps has been engaged on the work for 
more than six months. Col. Michael Dady 
of Brooklyn had the contract on the ex- 
cavation work. 

Early in April the Tri 
pany and other of the users 01 
of the upper Hudson asked the new 
Canal Board for a hearing of their claims. 
It. was granted. The new board consists 
of Lieut. Gov. Conway, Secretary of State 
Lazansky, Controller Sohmer, Treasurer 
Kennedy, State Engigeer Bensel, Attor- 
ney General Carmody, and Supt. of Pub- 
lic Works Tremain. 

Nothing was heard of the 
Canal Board on the application of the 
Troy Hydraulic Company until last 
Thursday, when Gov. Dix stated that he 
had under consideration the recommenda- 
tion of the new Canal LDoard. It then 
became known that the board had adopt- 
ed a resolution and submitted it to the 
Governor for his approval, rescinding the 
action adopted by the former board. 

The notice of the new board’s action 
has been transmitted to Washington by 
Gov. Dix. As a result there is fear in 
f0me quarters that the whole Hudson 
River improvement under the last Con- 
gressional appropriation may be held up, 
owing to the contingent clause which the 
present State authorities are unwilling to 
carry ‘ol. Black, in charge of the 
engineering corps which is at work on 
the Hudson River improvement, will come 
to Albany to confer with the Governor, 
end it is expected that the Governor will 
invite the Attorney General, the State 
Engineer, and the Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Works to the conference. 

It is likely that Gov. Dix will request 
the Secretary of War and the Chief of 
Engineers of the Army to have the Gov- 
ernment plans for the improvement of 
navigation on the Upper Hudson so 
amended that the plans for the work cal- 
culated to be performed by the United 
States Government shall confine the im- 
provement of the Hudson River to the lo- 
cation south'‘of the dam. 

The Troy Hydraulic Company includes 
representatives of the Ilium Paper Com- 
pany, said to be a part of the Interna- 
tional Paper Company, the Manning Pa- 
per Company, the Connors Paint Manu- 

acturing Company, and the Boutwell 
Milling Company. The improvement as 
lanned by the Federal Government is 
‘favored by the Chamber of Commerce and 
other interests in Troy. 


HOSPITAL FORCE TOO SMALL. 


Commissioner Fogarty Predicts Disas- 
ter Unless Conditions Are Remedled. 
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Thomas Il. Fogarty, Deputy Commis- 
gioner of Charities, who is in charge in 
Brooklyn, issued a statement yesterday as 
to the cause of the recent accidents in 
the Kings County Hospital. In explaining 
why patients are so poorly supervised that 
they may jump off the roof and escape 
by way of the fire escapes without the 
hospital authorities being aware of the 
fact until the patient is brought up by 
the police, he complained that the depart- 
ment had no money with which to im- 
prove conditions. He said that there was 
urgent need of more attendants in this 


hospital. 

Mr. Fogarty also complained of the in- 
adequate protection against fire in the 
hospital. He predicted that there would 
some time be a terrible loss of life be- 
cause of the lack of a system of fire 
alarms, the scarcity of attendants and 
nurses rendering it impossible to prevent 
@ panic. 

Even the medical staff, he said, was 
too small. There should be four more 
internes ani one more Deputy Superin- 
tendent, according to the Commissioner.

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ALDRICH DEFENDS 
BANK REFORM PLAN 


No Danger of Wall Street Getting 
Control of Reserve Asso- 
clation, He Says. 








TO ADMIT STATE BANKS 





Plan Is to Give Them the Benefit of 
the New System—Ex-Senator Talks 
at Bankers’ Dinner. 





Nelson W. Aldrich, Chairman of the 
United States Monetary Commission, 
sought last night, at the first annual 
dinner of the Trust Company Section of 
the American Bankers’ Association at 
the Waldorf-Astoria, to meet every im- 
portant objection so far made to the or- 
ganization of the National Reserve Asso- 
ciation, which is the feature of the com- 
mission’s monetary plan. 

Ex-Senator Aldrich’s address was the 
outstanding event of the dinner. Since 
the announcement of the commission's go- 
lution of the banking problem expressions 
of fears had come to Mr. Aldrich’s ears 
that in a short time Wall Street would be 
the master of the Reserve Association 
just as completely as New York dominates 
the credit system of the country to-day. 
Reports of fears also came to him that 
his Reserve Association, if it escaped 


the Scylla of Well Street, would surely 
come to grief on the Charybdis of machine 
politics, 

Chairman Aldrich denied with great 
emphasis that either event could possi- 
bly come to pass. He was wholly unable 
to see, he said, how the fifty-three mem- 
bers of the New York Clearing House or 
the eighty banks and trust companies in 
this city could possibly control the votes 
of from 10,000 to 20,000 banks located in 
all parts of the United States. 

Mr. Aldrich departed somewhat from 
his set speech at one point to make a 
special argument for the Reserve Asso- 
claticn., 

‘Under the present system,”’ he said, 
“if a bank in Indiana gets into hard 
Straits, it calls for help in New York. If 
New York can relieve it, as it does in 
ordinary times of trade and confidence, 
everything is all right. But when the 
banks in New York need help, and can- 
not relieve themselves; if, indeed, the 
New York banks fail, the country falls. 

‘Under the working plan of the Re- 
serve Association, if the bank in Indiana 
or Kansas needed help to move crops, or 
for whatever purpose, it would call on the 
lbistrict Reserve Association, one among 
fifteen in the country, for help. That help 
woulda be readily forthcoming if the bank 
was a well-managed institution, and the 
district association to which it ap- 
pealed would have behind it the banking 
reserve of the entire country.” 

This elucidation of how the system Mr. 
Aldrich has devised works was received 
with applause. 

The dinner was attended by prominent 
bankers, trust company officials, railroad 
officials and other men of large affairs 
irom every section of the country, sum- 
bering more than 600. Besides Mr. Al- 
drich, the speakers were Oliver C. Fuller, 
toustmaster; A. Barton Hepburn, and F. 
QO. Watts of Nashville, Tenn, President of 
the American Bankers’ Association, Gov. 
Dix sent a letter in which he referred to 
the close relation of the banks und truet 
companies to the prosperity of the coun- 
try and the importance of removing non- 
essential restrictive measures to the ex- 
tension of proper and legitimate business 
enterprises. The letter was recelved with 
much applause. 


Mr. Aldrich’s Explanation. 


After explaining the genera] plan de- 
vised by the Monetary Commission as 
contemplating the association of all as- 


senting banks into organizations along the 
lines suggested to him and his associates 
by their experience with clearing houses, 
ex-Senator Aldrich said: 

“T have deemed it essential for the gue- 
cess of the plan suggested that the con- 
trol of all of the functions of the Reserve 
Association named, important as they are 
from every point of view, to the welfare 
of all our people, should be placed be- 
vond the reach of political influence or 
any local domination. I believe this has 
been successfully accomplished by the 
form and manner of organization suggest- 
ed. A majority of all the banks located 
in the territory covered by a local asso- 
clation, without reference to their capital 
or resources, elect a majority of the Di- 
rectors of each local association; a ma- 
jority of all the local associations, with- 
out reference to the combined capital or 
resources of its members, can name a 
majority, including the additional mem- 
bers not bank officers, of the Directors 
of each district association and of the 
branch of the central association. A ma- 
jority of the district associations. with- 
out reference to their relative importance 
can name in the manner I have stated. a 
majority of the Directors of the Reserve 
Association. A majority of the Directors 
of the Reserve Association elect the Exec- 
utive Committee and furnish a list to the 
Fresident of the United States, from 
which he must select a Governor and two 
Deputy Governors of the Reserve Asso- 
ciation. 

‘“I have understood fully that the prin- 
cipal objections that have been urged 
against any central organization or asso- 
ciation of banks have arisen from the 
fear that it might be subject to political 
influence or be brought under the domi- 
nation of New York, or Wall Street, to 
use &@ COInmon expression. With tndivid- 
ual banks, without reference to size, 
adopted as the voting unit it would seem 
ciear that it would be a physical impos- 
sibility that the 53 members of the New 
York Clearing House or that the 80 banks 
and trust companies in New York could 
control the votes of 10,000 or 20,000 banks 
located in all sections of the country. 


No Danger of Political Control, 


“ Objection has been made in some quar- 
ters to the provision which authorizes the 
President of the United States to select 
from gq lst furnished by the Directors 
of the Reserve Association a Governor, 
and with authority to remove this official 
at any time for cause. This objection is 


based upon the theory that removals 
might be made for political reasons. It 
aoes not seem to me that there is any 
force in the objection. While the United 
States has no ownership in the associa- 
tion, it is greatly interested in its man- 
agement. The association is made the 
principal fiscal agent of the Government, 
which will at all times be its largest de- 
positor. 

“ While the ownership of the associa- 
tion is rigidly restricted to banks, it Is 
in the broad sense a National institution, 
and the people of the entire country 
have the greatest possible stake in its 
wise and efficient management. I have 
personally no fears that any President 
of the United States would misuse the 
powers given him. In any event, the 
new Selections must be made from a list 
to be furnished by the Directors, and 
therefore made with their approval. 

“In fact, the organization suggested is 
purely an association of banks owned, 
controlled, and managed at every step 
solely by the banks. There is no more 
probability of political control than there 
is that the various clearing houses of 
the country should become a part of a 
political machine. There is no chance for 
any interest, great or small, or any or- 
ganization or combination in New “York 
or elsewhere, to take control of the as- 
sociation except with the assent of a ma- 
jority of the banks of the United States. 
The voting power of the banks tn any 
locality is restricted in such a manner 
that there can be no possible control 
which is not in tne {fnterest of all 
Every bank holds its stock in a fixed 
proportion, Which cannot be changed 
“here can be no Sale of the stock and no 
transfer except in case of a reduction of 
ae, ge or liquidation, and in this case 
only to the asscciation itself.’ 


State Banks and Trust Companies. 

Speaking of the importance, as realized 
by the Monetary Commission, of having 
the trust companies and State banks in- 
cluded in the protective financial scheme 
of the country, Mr. Aldrich said: 

“There is no disposition on the part of 
the Monetary Commission to overlook or 
underrate the importance to the public 


of 18,000 banking institutions which have 
grown up under the laws of the various 

tates and which are satisfactorily serv. 
ing communities {in every section of the 
country. I am convinced that the inter- 
ests of the public and of the existing

State institutions alike require that s0me 
means should be devised by which all 
classes should be permitted to participate 
upon some reasonable terms in the ad- 
vantages and to share in the responsibili- 
ties of ownership and management of 
the association. 

“How this can be accomplished in a 
manner which shall be fair to and answer 
the reasonable demands of all participat- 
ing banks, without trespassing upon the 
rights and privileges of any, is the serious 
question that confronts us. If we con- 
cede that these State institutions are to be 
admitted to membership in the Reserve 
Association, to take part in its organiza- 
tion, and. to share in its advantages and 
privileges with National banks, their ad- 
mission must be, of course, upon the terms 
and conditions and under limitations to 
be fixed by National legislation. I am 
not prepared to say at this moment what 
those terms and conditions should be. It 
seems to me, however, that there are cer- 
tain conditions precedent to admission to 
and retention of rights of membership 
which are indispensable. Among these 
are: 

‘“First—That any participating trust 
company or other State institution must 
assent to the same examination and in- 
vestigation of its condition by examiners 
appointed under National cuthority that 
is required of a National bank. 

**Second—That it should assent to the 
same terms with reference to the char- 
acter and frequency of its statements of 
condition that are required of a National 


‘““Third—That it must conform to rea- 
sonable requirements, to be fixed by 
National law, as to character and extent 
of reserves to be held as against its de- 
mand or other liabilities.’’ 

Appealing directly to the officers of the 
trust companies present, he added: 

* is important from my standpoint 
for reasons I have stated and to secure 
the greatest measure of the success of the 
Plan which I have submitted that we 
should have the sympathy and participa- 
tion of the trust companies of the United 
States, with their $800,000,000 of. capital 
and surplus and their vast and rapidly in- 
creasing resources. I trust, however, that 
you will pardon me if I suggest in this 
connection that every financial itnstitu- 
tion which appeals to the community for 
confidence will be likely to seek member- 
Ship in the Reserve Association because 
of the character and strength of the re- 
sources of the organization, its guaran- 
tees of safety, its advantages of support 
and assistance in time of need, and the 
prestige which must follow its successful 
operation,”’ 


Gov. Dix’s Letter. 
After expressing his regret over his in- 
ability to be present, Gov. Dix said in his 
letter: 


In this age of inter-State and world- 
wide trade and commerce, the functions 
performed by banks and trust companies 
constitute the very life blood of our com- 
mercial and industrial systema The sure 
and sole guarantee of social and economic 
progress can be found only tn just State 
and National laws that give full and free 
play to financial and industrial ability and 
opportunity. Monopoly oppression must be 
prohibited and made impossible by an in- 
telligent public opinion and wise legislation, 
But we have reached the time when the 
country calls for an era of peace by put- 
ting @n end to thoughtless demands for 
needless and harmfu! restrictions of legiti- 
mate and beneficial enterprise, On a larger 
Scale, the most potent factor in the world’s 
development is the vast power possessed 
by the leaders in the financial markets of 
the world, A mighty responsibility rests 
upon them and upon you in determining 
the use of the resources of the great nations 
in warring with each other. 

New conditions of transport and trade 
require new methods of regulation and con- 
trol to minimize inequalities of economio 
Opportunity. In the industrial and financial 
evolution of the United States, conditions 
have vastly outgrown the primitive elements 
of local trade and commerce, The complex 
and intricate and conflicting legislative 
policies of the Statea can no longer ade- 
quately regulate or protect great enter- 
prises that are Nationa] and world-wide 
in thelr scope. In the exercise of State and 
National power clamor and prejudice must 
be ignored. 

Reason, justice, and honesty, the funda- 
mental conditions of good government and 
of social, industrial, and financial progress 
should be the foundation of every law that 
affects human endeavor in the field of pri- 
vate and corporate enterprise. Farsighted 
capitalists have perhaps greater interest in 
State and Netional prosperity than any 
Other class of citizens. The only field in 
which they can operate with success to 
themselves is that of public service, In- 
crease of wealth promotes National and in- 
Alvidual progress. It augments the sum of 
well-being end creates larger opportunities 
for entervrise and labor, for business, and 
for the comfort and welfare of every mem- 
ber of society. 

The evils that exist can be largely cor- 
rected and remedied by applying to all 
forms of corporate business the publicity 
required from banks which operate under 
National and State charters, and €s- 
tablishing among all men the sterling honor 
and honesty which must be the attributes 
of every banker and financier if he is to 
be successful. True progress demands just 
and constant change and improvement. But 
agitation hased on prejudice and self-ex- 
ploitation is a blight on progress. The best 
safe-guard of prosperity and progress is 
the contentment and prosperity of a!l the 
people. It is an opportune moment to as- 
sert the truth that to aid tn establishing 
this contentment and prosperity is the de- 
éire and purpose of the men of large abi!- 
ity and high integrity who are charged 
with the care and direction of the great 
financial institutions of our State and ceun- 
try. 


Hepburn on City Finances, 


Rather sharp criticism of the City Con- 
troller’s office in 1907, the year of the 
panic, was made by A. Barton Hepburn, 
President of the Chamber of Commerce. 
Mr. Hepburn recalled that in June of that 
year the city tssued $29,000,000 4 per cent. 
bonds, selling only 10 per cent. of them. 
The fiscal officers of the city thereupon 
rot the city charter amended so the Con- 
troller could sell privately any bonds left 
over after an offer at publie sale, report- 
ing to the Legislature, the speaker sald, 
that the banks here were combined to 
control the prices of city bonds. 

The result, under the amended charter, 
Mr. Hepburn recalled, was that the Con- 
troller paid off the citv’s obligations in 
bonds instead of In money to people who 
wanted money, not bonds. Almost imm- 
diately 4 per cent. bonds went down to 06, 
and the Controller had to raise the inter- 
est rate % per cent. at his next issue.

MEMORIAL TO MRS. LINCOLN. 


Plan Explained to New Yorkers at a 
Meeting at the Waldorf. 


“The pleasure of the company of your- 
self and friends is requested at a meet- 
ing in honor of Mrs. Abraham Lincoln 
and her husband,” was the way the in- 
vitations read to a gathering at the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel last night. 

The meeting turned out to be under the 
auspices of the President of a Southern 
college instead of a band of suffragists, 
and its purpose was to arouse interest 
in a new college building to be erected 
to the memory of Mary Todd Lincoln, at 
Sayre College, in Lexington, Ky. 

Norman Hapgood, who made the princi- 
pal address, said that Lincoln was one 
of the few men of his period who was in- 
terested in the subject of a larger career 
for women, and that it was very fitting, 
therefore, that his wife should be made 


the subject of a memorial, and that this 
memorial be at Sayre College because this 
college was in Mrs. Lincoln’s home town. 
A letter from. William O. Stoddart, who 
was known in the White House as Mrs. 
Lincoln’s secretary during Lincoln's sec- 
ond term, was read. It approved the plans 
and recalled that Mrs. Lincoln was a 
much-slandered woman while her hus- 
band was President, and that he was al- 
ways careful to see that her mail was 
opened before she saw it, and all the 
abusive letters destroyed. Gov. Dix wrote 
that he was glad to approve the plan, ana 
would help it in any way the could.

WORLDWIDE PEACE 


Tells Peace Congress This Coun- 
try Is Impregnable and Should 
Lead in the Movement. 








FOR FINANCIAL NEUTRALITY 





Resolutions Passed Indorsing Mr. 
Speyer’s Plan, and the Anglo-Amer- 
ican Arbitration Treaty.

BALTIMORE, May 5.—Speaker Champ 
Clark of the National House of Repre- 
sentatives, in presiding as toastmaster at 


the banquet of the Peace Conference in 


Baltimore to-night, lent his counsel for 
worldwide peace. Mr. Clark said: 

*““My dear friend, Mr. Speaker David 
B. Henderson of Iowa, was a Colonel dur- 
ing the civil war and lost a leg at Cor- 
inth. Several years ago, in beginning a 
speech to the Grand Army at Indianapo- 
lis, he said: ‘War is my theme and I 
hate it!’ So say most rational human 
beings. So say the vast majority of the 
men who have fought valorously from a 
sense of duty. 

“Good men and good women hall the 
peace movement as a harbinger, not of 
the millennium, but of a far better state 
of affairs: than has existed on earth at 
any time since Cain slew Abel. 

“We should lead resolutely and con- 
stantly in this movement. There is every 
reason why we should do s0. Our geo- 
graphical situation, defended by the sea 
on east and west, with friendliest neigh- 
bors on north and south, together with 
our immeasurable wealth and vast popu- 
lation, constantly and rapidly growing 
vaster, makes our position practically im- 
pregnable. With friendship for all na- 
tions and entangling alliances with none, 
with no desire to Overreach or encroach 
upon any nation, we can with no selfish 
motive, but with a sincere desire to pro- 
mote the happiness and welfare of the 
whole human race, lead in this glorious 
undertaking, thereby helping to realize 
Tennyson’s gorgeous vision of universal 
peace: 

When the war-drum throbs no longer, 
And the battle flags are furied, 
In the Parliament of man, 
The federation of the world, 
“In this self-appointed humanitarian 


task let us all be enoouraged by John 
Milton’s sublime utterance, ‘Peace hath 
her victories mo less renowned than 
war.’ ”’ 

The Committee on Resolutions of the 
Third National Peace Congress to-day 
passed a resolution embodying the sug- 
gestion of a “financial neutrality’’ as 
a preventive of war between nations, 
made by James Speyer, the New York 
banker, at yesterday's session, and urg- 
ing the adoption of an international agree- 
ment between all the leading nations of 
the world to condemn the practice of lend- 
ing money for warfare. 

One of the resolutions indorsed the An- 
lo-American arbitration treaty and calls 
or its ratification. Another asks that 
Congress pass such acts as will make the 
Government hold each State responsible 
for any outrage committed upon the per- 
son or property of foreign subjects within 
the State. Still another resolution ap- 
proves the proposed celebration of the 100 
vears of peace between the English-speak- 
ing nations, and will pledge its support 
to the movement, 

Dr. T, lyenaga, a native of Japan anda 
professor in the Chicago University, spoke 
on ‘‘ Peace in Asia.”” Dr. Iyenaga said 
that what vitally concerns Japan is the 
continuation of peace in Asia, and de- 
clared that his country, to further that 
end, had left no gtone unturned so far as 
lav in her power. Among such means, he 
said, the most efficient is the Anglo-Japa- 
nese alliance. Dr. lyénaga scouted the 
idea of war between Japan and the-United 
States. The new treaty concluded be- 
tween this country and Japan a few 
months ago was a —— proof of the long 
standing friendship between the two na- 
tions—a friendship, in the speaker's opin- 
ion, that was another guarantee of peace 
in Asia, 

Henry Clews, the New York banker, 
commended the action of President Taft 
in sending troops to the Mexican border 
and favored the heaviest fortifications 
for the Panama Canal, 

Edward Ginn of Boston, who endowed 
the World Peace Foundation with a fund 
of $100,000, suggested the organization of 
an international army, similar to that 
which suppressed the boxer uprising in 
China. Such a body once established 
would eventually, he believed, solve the 
problem of disarmament. 

John W. Foster, former Secretary of 
State, and one of the foremost authorities 
on international law, declared that the 
principal lesson of the present conditions 
on the Mexican border was the need of 
better neutrality laws. Mr. Foster sug- 
gested three modifications which, fn his 
opinion, the present laws should nS il 9 

‘‘Eirst—Some_ restriction should e 
placed upon the free commerce as a@ mer- 
cantile commodity of arms and muni- 
tions of war, and power should be con- 
wpon the President to Mmit or 
suspend, in his discretion, their export 
across the border in time of disturbance 
or insurrection. 

‘*Second—It should be made unlawful 
for Americans to enter the military ser- 
vice of any power or chief at war with 
a nation with which we are at peace. The 
British Foretgn Enlistment act of 1870 
makes it unlawful for any British sub- 
ject to enter the military service of any 
power at war with a nation with which 
its Government is at peace; and it sub- 
jects them to heavy fine and imprison- 
ment. 

‘“Third—Greater power should be con- 
ferred upon the President, in time of civil 
disturbance on the frontier, to limit or 
prohibit intercourse across the border, to 
prevent the abuse of our territory by for- 
elen conspirators, and in his discretion to 
enforce martial law on our soil within the 
zone of disturbance.” 

Baron d@’Estournelles de Constant sald: 
“The first duty of every internationalist 
is to begin by improving his country and 
himself in his country.” 

Other speakers were Allen 8. Will, city 
editor of The Baltimore Sun; Prof. 8. T. 
Mutton, Columbia University; Prof. Isaac 
Sharpless, President of Haverford College, 
and Henry Wade Rogers, Dean of Yale 
Law School. 


MULQUEEN FREES PRISONER. 


Whole of Pollceman’s Evidence on a 
Burglary Charge Stricken Out. 


Declaring that the testimony of a po- 
liceman was prejudicial to the rights of 
the defendant, Judge Mulqueen in Gen- 
eral Sessions yesterday directed a jury 
to acquit Edward Neafsey, on trial on a 
charge of attempted burglary at a dry- 
goods store, at 476 Seventh Avenue, in 
November last. 

Assistant District Attorney Delehanty 
called the policeman to the stand and 
asked him to'tell his story and explain 
how he came to arrest Neafsey, The 
policeman said that he had found that a 
window of the store at 476 had been 
broken and saw Neafsey inside, trying 
to rifle a cash register. The defendant 
ran away On seeing the policeman. The 
latter knew Neafsey well and arrested 
him the next morning. Two of the pris- 
oner’s friends, however, forced him to 
let Neafsey go. The policeman, never- 
theless, pursued Neafsey and again 
caught him, but he again escaped. The 
oliceman subsequently found him hiding 
na bathtub in a tenement house, 

After the officer had finished his state- 
ment Judge Mulqueen ordered all of his 
testimony stricken out and directed the 
jury to acquit the defendant, 

Neafsey was already under a suspended 
sentence, having pleaded guilty to a 
charge of malicious mischief in Special 
Sessions a short time hefore his arrest 
last November.

Appellate Division Decides Against 
Service Commission in Fender Case. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court ended yesterday a controversy of 
long Standing between Frederick W. 
Whitridge and the Public Service Com- 
missioners of the First District, deciding 
in favor of Mr. Whitridge on the several 
points at issue. 


The suit arose from an attempt of the 
commission to collect penalties aggregat- 
ing $850,000 from Mr. Whitridge, receiver 
of the Union Railway Company, operating 
trolley Ines in the Bronx, for failure to 
equip his cars with fenders which it ap- 
proves. . 


When the sult came to trial in the Su- 
preme Court it was heard before.Supreme 
Court Justice Brady, and the Public 
Service Commission lost. The commission 


announced that ft would appeal from this 
verdict. Pending the appeal Chairman 
William R. Willcox was brought before 
Justice Brady, charged with contempt of 
court in commenting on Justice Brady’s 
interest in the case. ; 
In its unanimous decision the Appellate 
Division not only effectively disposes of 
this contention, but it points out that, al- 
though the purported order of the com- 
mission as served on Mr. Whitridge was 
a&@ remarkably defective document, Mr. 
Whitridge had made all due haste to 
obey it, and had been hindered only by 
the fact that the prescribed fender was 
& patented device, which could not be pro- 
cured at short notice in large quantities.

Commissioner Thompson Still Worrled 
Over Danger of Famine. 


Mayor Gaynor made a trip over the 
Croton watershed yesterday with Water 
Commissioner Thompson. They visited 
the reservoirs at Croton Falls, Croton 
Lake, Cross River, Titicus, Byrom Lake, 
and Kensico River.

The Rev. Dr. William Elliot Griffis, who 
christened the new President of the fed- 
eration, Mrs. William Grant Brown. who 
presided at the conventton for the first 
time as itS head yesterday, and who js in- 
terested in education work in Japan, was 
present in the afternoon and talked of 
Japanese women and of the geisha girls. 
The word ‘“ geisha’’ means ‘‘some one 
who has been instructed,’’ said Dr. Grif- 
fis, and the geisha girl is taught many 
arts to make ner pleasing and entertain- 
ing, and that is what people like, espe- 
cially men. 

“Men like women who have brightness 
and beauty and charm,” said Dr. Griffis.

‘Dear me, I wonder if we ought to 
listen to all this?’’ murmured one of the 
women on the Reception Committee, And 
then came Justice John Ford.

of free competition between the various 
bodies who work it. 

“There will be a central insurance 
board. It is impossible to work the 
scheme without one. Careful consider- 
ation is necessary as to the kind of 
body that will be required. We shall 
have to choose our men very carefully. 
Medical men must be represented on it, 
and, above all, there must be an expe- 
rienced and_=e skillful administrative 
board.

District 
Attorney Fredericks consented to a post- 
ponement until June 1, and that time was 
fixed by Judge Bordwell. 


WASHINGTON, May 5—A telegram 
from San Francisco saying that placards 
were being distributed throughout the 
State quoting Dr. Joseph A. Holmes, Di- 
rector of the Bureau of Mines, as declar- 
ing that the wreck of The Los Angeles 
Times plant was due to a gas explosion 
and not to dynamite, evoked quick re- 
sponse to-night. Director Holmes made 
the following statement:

Court Orders Reinstatement of 
Gerhardt, Dismissed on 
Charge of Clubbing. 








EVIDENCE TOO IMPROBABLE 





Policeman Plainly Justified in Using 
the Weapons at Hand to De- 
fend Himself. 





The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court reinstated to the police force yester- 
day Frederick C. Gerhardt, a patrolman 
attached to the West Thirtieth Street 
Police Station, who was dismissed from 
the force following a trial on charges of 
clubbing preferred against him by order 
of Mayor Gaynor. 

The justices of the Appellate Court 
find that the story told by the three men 
arrested by Gerhardt and encouraged to 
prosecute him by Mayor Gaynor was “ al- 
most too improbable for belief, even if it 
did not bear on its face the evidence of 
its own untruth.” 

The charges grew out of an arrest Ger- 
hardt tried to make in a saloon in West 
Thirtieth Street, between Sixth and 
Seventh avenues. He had.heard two 
shots fired and tried to enter the saloon 
to investigate. His path was barred by 
John T. Moore, the proprietor, Oberst, 
his bartender, and another man named 
Hayes. There was a fight and all three 
were arrested.

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MARK DRAPER CENTENARY. 


Work of the Scientist Told by Many 
Speakers at New York University. 





The centenary of John William Draper, 
scientist, inventor, historian and teacher, 
was celebrated at New York University 
yesterday morning. Memorial exercises 
were held in the university auditorium, 
Dr. John J. Stevenson, Emeritus Pro- 
fessor of Geology, presiding. Francis P. 
Bent, Vice Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, and John H, Boschen repre- 
sented the city. Mr. Bent read resolutions 
in honor of Dr. Draper, which were 
passed by the Aldermen on April 20. 

Other sp2akers were Dean Egbert Le 
Feare of the University Medical School, 
Professors Marshall 8. Brown, Arthur B. 
Lamb and Charles L. Bristol and Albert 
E. Henschel. A committee from the 
3oard of ducation, more than a hun- 
dred guests, and the entire student body 
were present. 

On the platform was Dr. Draper's 
grandson, now a freshman in the uni- 
versity, with his father, Daniel Draper, 
Director of the Obervatory in Central 
Park; Dr. Draper’s daughter, Mrs. H. 
Dixon, and his grandaughters, Dorothy C. 
Draper and Harriet M. Draper. 

Dr. Draper's discovery of the art of 
photography and his researches in chem- 
istry were the subjects of Prof. Arthur B. 
Lamb's speech. Prof. Lamb now occu- 
pies the Chair formerly held by Dr. 
Draper. He said: 

‘‘Daguerre had not succeeded in taking 
portraits of persons. He was obliged to 
expose the ynlates for twenty minutes to 
a half hour tn a bright light. Draper 
quickly saw how the process could be 
shortened. The face must be still more 
brilliantly illuminated. This he could ac- 
complish by means of large concave mir- 
rors, Which would fccus the sunlight full 
On the sitter’s face. But these mirrors 
acted like burning glasses, and the heat 
and light would be blinding. Draper 
placed thin rectangular glass tanks con- 
taining a solution of copper sulphate be- 


tween the mirror and the sitter’s face. 
This allowed only the blue rays from 
the sun to vass through. 

“The sitter could now endure without 
discomfort the accumulated and filtered 
sunlight and the light was sufficiently 
produce a picture in thirty 
seconds. His sister, Catharine D. Dra- 
per, had, therefore, the honor of being 
the first person whose portrait was tak- 
en by photographic means.”’ 

Prof. Marshall S. Brown spoke of Dr. 
Draper’s connection and friendship with 
Gen. Sherman and Secretary Stanton of 
Lincoln’s Cabinet. Dr. Draper's “ his- 
tory of the Conflict Between Religion and 
Science,’’ Prof. Brown said, was a strong, 
if somewhat partisan, attempt to main- 

the claims of modern § scientific 
thought against ecclesiasticism. His 
‘ History of the Intellectual Develop- 
ment of Europe,’ published in 1862, he 
said, won immediate recognition at home 


iand abroad and was soon translated into 
j}many of the languages of Europe.” 
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Albert E. Henschel spoke of Draper's 
as in Original thinker, and Prof. 
(Charles L. Bristol told of the davs when 
he was a student in New York University 
and Dr. Draper was a professor of that 
institution.

The difficulty is in the unfore- 
seen variations at different times and 
in different regions. A system of labor 
exchanges has been undertaken in Eng- 
land, but has not been developed suf- 
ficiently to test its efficacy. A quite 
elaborate system is being tried out in 
Germany, with excellent results so far. 
The problem in the whole industrial 
world, in extending partly unearned aid 
to any class, is how to avoid demorall- 
zation, how to prevent the loss of self- 
respect, independence, self-reliance, and 
the sense of responsibility for those de- 
pendent on the wage earners. Undoubt- 
edly this is a very serious problem, and 
to disregard it is to court insidious and 
permanent dangers. The conception of 
a vague Providence called “ society,’’ 
which can be relied on to see that in- 
dividuals do not incur the full conse- 
quences of laziness, shiftlessness, and 
want of foresight, works like a slow 
poison in the minds of persons Hable to 
the infection.

THE STATE’S BANK BALANCES. 

It was reported yesterday that the 
State had $21,935,163 in bank. Hap- 
pily there is no scandal current regard- 
ing the State’s bank deposits, which is 
the best of reasons for taking care that 
one shall not arise, In the case of the 
State, as in the case of the city, the 
best way to prevent scandal regarding 
the distribution of deposits would be to 
prevent their accumulation. Twenty 
millions of dollars is a large sum of 
cash, larger than private capitalists al- 
low to lle idle. 

Admittedly it is difficult for public 
{finances to be conducted as efficlently 
as private, for the reason, if there were 
no other, that it is necessary to conduct 
public finance according to rule rather 
than according to unlimited discretion. 
In the case of the city the reduction of 
the city’s bank balances is associated 
with another reform, desirable for inde- 
pendent reasons. It is desirable that 
the city should collect its taxes earller 
in the year. If it did so there would be 
a large reduction in both the city’s bal-

HOW TO LEGISLATE. 

If it is difficult to write intelligible 
Statutes, as some imagine to be the 
case, the obvious thing to do is to enact 
that all statutes shall be intelligible, 
after which none will be unintelligible. 
This simple, sensible, straightforward 
course has been taken by the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, which has 
passed a statute of its own, declaring 
that “tariffs are to be construed ac- 
cording to their language, and the in- 
tention of the framers does not con- 
trol.” 

What a world of trouble would have 
been saved if the draughtsmen of the 
income tax amendment had only used 
some plainer language than the phrase 
“from whatever source derived.” The 
intention was to except some sources 
of revenue for reasons of public policy. 
Senator Roor propounded this theory 
with much cogency, but Gov. HuGurs 
argued that the words meant just what 
they said, and that the Intention could 
not control. The draughtsmen of the 
anti-trust law had a similar misadvent- 
ure. They enacted that “every” re- 
Straint of trade was unlawful, and 
meant only that bad restraints should 
be unlawful.

If any single act of a 
Legislature could con- 
demn its members and 
the people who elected 
them of iIncompetency 
representative form of 
government, it would be perfectly fair 
and true to say that this condemnation 
was brought on this State, and perhaps 
upon the United States, by the act of our 
Assembly, Thursday, when by the over- 
whelming vote of 96 to 5 it passed the 
Farrell bill. 

For that bill, which declares ineligible 
for an appointive office in any city, bor- 
ough, or county, persons who have not 
lived therein for three years, and makes 
the appointment of such ineligibles a mis- 
demeanor, is certainly the very culmina- 
tion of folly and absurdity—of what it 
would be no exaggeration to call criminal] 
stupidity. The only consolation to be 
found for the appallingly close approach 
to unanimity with which the outrageous 
bill was passed lies in the fact that there 
has been no popular demand whatever for 
the establishment of any such restriction 
upon the appointive power, and in the 
possibility, therefore, of believing as well 
as hoping that in what they did the 
Assemblymen acted as representatives, 
not of the people at large, but of the much 
smaller class to which a good many oi 
them belong—that of men who live out 
of politics, and who look at office hold- 
ing as an end, not as a means. 

It is natural enough that among such 
men there should still linger the illusion 
that an office is merely an opportunity for 
drawing a salary—that the truth should 
never have dawned upon them that the 
creation of the office and the payment 
of the salary are merely devices for get- 
ting something done, and that such claim 
or right as anybody has to either is based 
on his ability and inclination to do, for 
the money, the something required more 
efficiently than anybody else. ‘This 
obviously opens a field of legitimate 
choice far wider than any city or county, 
and the idea that any such territory either 
always should or always could satis- 
factorily fill all its own offices from its 
own inhabitants can be honestly enter- 
tained only under a complete misunder- 
standing of the purposes for which 
Governments are set up. 

For the management of tts affairs a 
city like New York, or any city for that 
matter, needs many kinds of specially 
trained experts, and its frequent failure 
to get them has been largely due to the 
very notion which the Farrell bill em- 
bodies.

COLLIaR said that the natives of India 
were not @ble to govern themselves, That 
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assertion is violently denied by a few 
millions of those natives, but the proba- 
bility of its truth is more or less re- 
luctantly admitted by most other people, 
including the managers of the British 
Empire, who ought to know even more 
about the facts in the case than Mr. 
COLLIBR does. So we are not disposed 
to enter into any controversy with the 
distinguished traveler on that point, but 
why, oh why, did he have to say that 
the natives of India are no more fit for 
self-government than the inmates of a 
menagerie? 

If they are as fit, the English haven't 
the shadow of an excuse for remaining 
in India another day, for in not a Single 
menagerie—or out of one—is there a sin- 
gle animal, whether furred, feathered, or 
scaled, that is not ideally competent to 
manage its own affairs without any help 
from anybody. That competency is the 
fundamental requirement of all animal 
life, from the lowest to the highest, and 
as the individual animal that cannot 
meet it, whether because of accident or 
old age, departs very promptly for what- 
ever limbo has been provided for what- 
ever of soul he may have, it is safe to 
say that any animal not doomed to death 
within a day or two might well be taken 
as a model of self-governing efficiency. 

Of course, the inmates of a menagerie, 
if left to themselves—in the menagerie— 
would immediately declare war on each 
other and fight till only the fittest for 
survival in those particular conditions 
remained uneaten, but that is self-gov- 
ernment, too, the kind of which Dame 
Nature seems thoroughly to approve. Not 
one of them would apply for alien as- 
sistance, and none would set up a despot 
to rule the rest by the exercise of arbi- 
trary will. Within their several races the 
animals long since attained governmental 
ends which are even now hardly within 
sight of men, not to speak of within 
reach, and it is our belief that Mr. 
COLLIER ought to apologize to the beasties 
he has libeled.

Says the Machine Is Supplied 
with Funds by Men Who Buy 
the Legislation They Need. 





DEMOCRACY’S OPPORTUNITY 





He Tells the Kansas City Knife and 
Fork Club the Recall Will Make 
Officials Responsible. 





KANSAS CITY, Mo. May 5.—Gov. 
Woodrow Wilson of New Jersey arrived 
here this morning and to-night delivered 
the first speech of his Western tour be- 
fore the Knife and Fork Club of this city. 

A Reception Committee, headed by Gov. 
Hadley of Missouri, escorted the visitor 
from the station to his hotel. The New 
Jersey Executive was the guest of vari- 
ous local civic organizations during the 
day. The programme provided for a 
luncheon at noon given by the Knife and 
Fork Club and Commercial Club, a drive, 
a public reception at the Commercial Club 
rooms in the afternoon, and the Knife 
and Fork dinner. 

Gov. Wilson will leave to-morrow morn- 
ing for Denver. The Governor’s address 
at the Knife and Fork Club banquet to- 
night was in part as follows: 

“Undoubtedly the present moment of- 
fers a greater and larger opportunity to 
the Democratic Party than to the Repub- 
lican Party, but this is not because there 
are not men in the Republican Party who 
have devoted their whole intelligence and 
energy to necessary reform, but because 
the Democratic Party as a whole is freer 
to move and to act than the Republican 
Party is. 

“Let us ask ourselves very frankly 
what it is that needs to be corrected. To 
sum it all up in one sentence, it is the 
contro] of politics and of our life by great 
combinations of wealth. Men sometimes 
talk as if it were wealth we were afraid 
of, as if we were jealous of the accumu- 
lation of great fortunes. Nothing of the 
kind is true. America has not the slight- 
est jealousy of the legitimate accumula- 
tion of wealth. Everybody knows that 
there are hundreds and thousands of men 
of large means and large economic power 
who have come by it all perfectly legiti- 
mately not only, but in a way that de- 
serves the thanks gand admiration of the 
communities they have served and devel- 
oped. But everybody knows also that 
some of the men who control the wealth 
and have built up the industry of the 
country seek to control politics and also 
to dominate the life of common men in @ 
way in which no man should be permitted 
to dominate. 

‘“‘In the first place, there is the notori- 
ous operation of the bipartisan political 
machine; Il mean the machine which does 
not represent party principle of any kind, 
but which is willing to enter into any 
combination, with whatever group of per- 
sons or of politicians, to control the offices 
of localities and of States and of the Na- 
tion itself in order to maintain the power 
of those who direct it. This machine is 
supplied with its funds by the men whvw 
use it in order to protect themselves 
against legislation which they do not de- 
sire and in order to obtain the legislation 
which is necessary for the prosecution of 
their purposes. 

‘The recall is a means of administra- 
tive control. If properly regulated and 
devised it is a means of restoring to ad- 
ministrative officials what the initiative 
and referendum restore to legislators— 
namely, a sense of direct responsibility to 
the people who choose them. 

** The recall of Judges is another matter. 
Judges are not lawmakers. They are not 
administrators. Their duty is not to de- 
termine what the law shall be, but to de- 
termine what the lawis. Their independ- 
ence, their sense of dignity, and of free- 
dom, is of the first consequence to the 
stability of the State. To apply to them 
the principle of the recall is to set up the 
idea that determinations of what the law 
is must respond to popular impulse and 
to popular judgment. 

‘It is sufficient that the people should 
have the power to change the law when 
they will. It is not necessary that they 
should directly influence by threat of re- 
call those who merely interpret the law 
already established. 

“The second power we fear is the con- 
trol of our life through the vast privi- 
leges of corporations which use the wealth 
of masses of men to sustain their enter- 
prise, It is in connection with this danger 
that it is necessary to do some of our 
clearest and frankest thinking. It is a 
fundamental! mistake to speak of the priv- 
ileges of these great corporations as if 
they fell within the class of private right 
and of private property. Those who ad- 
minister the affairs of great joint stock 
companies are really administering the 
property of communities, the property 
of the whole mass and miscellany of 
men who have bought the stock or the 
bonds that sustain the enterprise.”’ 
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Plates Ready for All Who Have Ap- 
plied, Says Secretary of State. 


Secretary of State Edward Lazansky 


1 declared unjust yesterday recent criticisms 


that automobile owners suffering 
annoyance by being stopped by the police 
because their machines bear last year’s 
number plates, although they have been 
unabie, owing to dilatory methods of the 
automobile bureau, to obtain new number 
plates prescribed by the Callan motor ve- 
hicle law. He declared that far from 
being dilatory, the staff of the bureau at 
Seventy-fourth Street and Broadway, as 
well as at the Secretary of State’s office 
in Albany, has brought its affairs up to 
the minute, and it is now possible for any 
owner of a new automobile to register and 
receive his number plate within ten min- 
utes by calling at the office, where 75,000 
number plates are on hand. 

Renewals of old number plates, he said, 
were at first handled at the Albany office, 
where all the previous arrangements had 
been made, and the earlier records are 
kept. Nevertheless, he said, all such re- 
newals are sent by the local bureau to 
Albany, filed, and the number plates sent 
to the bureau here for owners of the cars 


within three or four days of their appli- 
cation. 

“Every automobile owner in the State 
who handed in his application for a num- 
ber plate by May 1,” said Secretary 
Lazansky, “has either received his plate 
or been notified that it is ready for him 
at this office or one of the branch offices 
of the bureau. If they have not handed 
in their application or called for the plate 
when notified, it is their fault, not that 
of the bureau.” 

The Secretary said he had asked the 
police to arrest all owners of cars 
equipped with oniy the blue 1910 number 
plates, but that the police have notified 
him that there are practically none with 
the old plates now in the streets of the 
city. The exceptions, he said, number no 
more than five or six, and those are non- 
residents of New York City. He was 
able to find on!y a record of one such, 
a resident of Yonkers, who was fined $5. 

Despite the initinl delay due to lack of 
time for preparation given to his prede- 
cessor and later to failure of the con- 
tractors to supply the new number plates 
on the specified day or of the specified 
quality, the handling of the work of the 
bureau, he said, has now been brought 
59,062 owners of automeo- 
biles having been registered and 22,000 
chauffeurs licensed up to May 1. So far 
the receipts from registrations this year 
total $630.000. Bids will be opened for 
the 1912 number plates on Tuesday, and 
the Secretary expects to have the plates 
in storage in the cellar of the bureay by 
October and ready

ENGLISH SUFFRAGE NEAR? 
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Enfranchising 1,000,000 Women 
Passes Second Reading. 


LONDON, May 5.—Another woman's en- 
franchisement bill was introduced in the 
tiouse of Commons to-day by Sir George 
Kemp, Liberal member for the Northwest 
Division of Manchester. The measure con- 
fers the right to vote upon every woman 
possessed of the household qualification, 
but it is provided that married women 
shall not be permitted to vote in the same 
constituency with their husbands. It is 
calculated that such legislation would en- 
franchise 1,000,000 women. 

Simultaneously with the introduction of 
the bill a petition opposing female suffrage 
of which 31,000 
are those of women, was laid on the table 
of the House. 

Che. “‘ household qualification’’ relates 
to the required occupancy as owner or 
tenant of a house or a part of a house in 
Which the .landlord or superior tenant 
does not reside. The bill, therefore, does 
not give female lodgers the right to vote,

have exclusive jurisdiction over the in- 
vestigation and settlement of such claim, 


Anonymous Charges Read. 


Assemblyman Hoey interrupted to read 
an anonymous letter published in a news- 
paper accusing the Controller's office of 
delaying payment of claims so as to sup- 
port an army of “ political loafers,’’ and 
stating that it was necessary to “ grease 
the ways '’ in order to get claims through. 
Hoey wanted to know if the charges were 
true, and Mr. Prendergast emphatically 
declared that they were not true, and 
asked the name of the complainant. The 
Assemblyman said the letter wasn’t 
signed, whereupon Mr. Prendergast stat- 
ed that he would refer the committee to 
any of the contractors with whom the 
city did business, He produced a state- 
ment showing that the average time of 
getting small claims through the finance 
department was ten days, and the time for 
larger claims fifteen days. 

The Controller favored taking the col- 
lection of taxes out of the Controller's 
office, but considered it just as illogical 
to place this function under the City 
Chamberlain’s, the Mayor's appointee, 
who does the elty’ s banking. In place of 
either the present practice or that pro- 
posed by the Gaynor charter, Mr. Pren- 
dergast suggested the organization of a 
new bureau for the collection of all the 
city’s revenue. 

After Mr. Prendergast was through 
Frank Smith made his reply, stating that 
the Finance Department sections of the 
charter had been prepared by people 
with twenty years’ experience in such 
matters, who were expert in such matters 
before the Controller ‘“‘ knew the differ- 
anes between the debit and credit side ofa 
edger.”’ 


Board of Estimate Against It. 


President John Purroy Mitchel of the 
Board of Aldermen asked if the commit- 
tee would grant a hearing next Friday to 
the special committee to be appointed by 
the Board of Estimate to protest against 
the Charter. 

Chairman Cullen asked what assurance 
Mr. Mitchel had that such a protest 
would be made, and Mr. Mitchel, at 
whose side sat Borough President Mc- 
Aneny, replied that nine of the sixteen 
votes ‘In the Board of Estimate were 
pledged to it. Mr. McAneny confirmed 
this statement and Senator Cullen agreed 
coat the board should be heard next Fri- 

ay.

DRAPER AGAINST CHARTER. 








Education Commissioner Says Provi- 
sions ‘‘ Defy All Accepted Theories.” 
The public school

' Commissioner of Education A. S. Draper, 


read last night at a mass meeting at Kis- 
met Hall, Brooklyn. The meeting was 
under the auspices of the Brooklyn Teach- 
ers’ Association, and to them the letter 
was addressed. 

Dr. Draper gave it as his opinion that no 
educational law had been proposed in any 
important American city in many vears 
which so audaciously defied all of the 
accepted theories of reform in school ad- 
ministration as does the proposed Char- 
ter, which the Mayor has disowned, but 
which was drawn up by the Corporation 
Counsel. The Mayor has, however, ap- 
proved the principle of a paid board. 

Dr. ew says of the Charter draft, in 
his letter 

It proposes to make the school system of 
New York City a department of the City 
Government when, as I believe, the Legis- 
lature has no power to do that, and when 
it is the last thing it ought to do if it had 
the power. It proposes to pay the members 

the Board of Kducation for their ser- 
when every exyerienced man knows 

the service is of a kind which will 
command better men without pay 

than with it. It ig not clear from the 
wording of the chapter whether it is in- 
tended that the members of the proposed 

Board snall be expert educationists or not, 

but it ‘s sufficiently manifest that ft con- 

fuses anid would destroy the necessary bal- 
ance between a lay board of control and 
an expert supervisory and teaching staff. 

In leaving it to the Poard of Estimate to 
fix salaries it leaves every educational of- 
ficer and every teacher in the system at 
the mervy of a political board chosen with- 
out any reference to the management of 
popular education. It mixes up the affairs 
of the schools with municipal business and 
politics, and makes petty politicians and 
subservient heclers of the men and women 
who would not be driven from the teach- 
ing service by the degradation to which 
that service would be brought. 

Meetings, similar to that in Brooklyn, 
protesting against the measure are to be 
held by citizens and teachers in many 
parts of the city in the next few days. 


FOR INCREASED LAND TAX. 


Vr. Marsh Says It Will Prevent Dou- 
ble Burden from Falling on Tenants. 


Benjamin C. Marsh, Secretary of the 
Congestion of Population Commission, 
spoke before the Tenants’ Union last 
night on the bill which it has caused to 
be introduced at Albany, providing for 
a lower tax rate on buildings than on 
land. The object is to reduce rents. 

“Ievery tenant, that is every taxpayer, 
in New York City, has been deeply af- 
fected doubtless by the statement that 
the Board of Estimate has asked him to 
vote $800,000,000 for city improvements 
for five years,’’ said Mr. Marsh. ‘The 


city is to spend this amount in corporate 
stock issues in addition to the annua! 
budget for current expenses which should 
average approximately $180,000,000 for 
each of the next five years; $1,700,000 is 
approximately the sum, therefore, which 
New York City contemplates spending 
within that period. This is equal to nearly 
one-half the total assessed valuation of 
land in New York, about $4,000,000,000. 
The expenditure of this $1,700,000 will be 
largely for the benefit of the owners of 
the land. Admittedly the only way to 
prevent the landlord from taxin the 
tenants, in addition to this tax which is 
going to be put on them by the city, is 
to increase the tax on land so that the 
owners who are getting the benefit of 
this enormous expenditure will have to 
pay the tax. 

“Over four-fifths of the population of 
New York City are tenants and should 
arise as suffering men, women and 
children, and insist that the Legislature 
pass the bill and protect them from this 
dual taxation by the city and the land 
owners.”’ 


GUGGENHEIM ON BUSINESS. 


People Abroad Laughing at Us for 
Letting Politics Rule Trade. 


Isaac Guggenheim returned from abroad 
vesterday on the Cunard liner Lusitania. 
“The people of Europe arg surprised at 
the blue streak displayed in the stock 
markets here,’’ he said. ‘' They expect 
a big boom every week, basing their ex- 
pectations upon the splendid crop outlook 


and the general advance of prosperity. 

“The present situation, acording to my 
idea, is due to the course followed by Con- 
gress and political meddling, the foreign 
business men laugh at the way we liet 
politics influence business. The Amer- 
icans are not law breakers but law keep- 
ers. What we need is more business and 
less politics. Eternal investigations are 
hurting our business. On the other side 
they cannot understand why the Supreme 
Court decisions in the trust cases have 
been held up so long. 

‘Business in England and Germany is 
good, and there is much prosperity on the 
other side, particularly in Germany.” 

Mr. Guggenheim was accompanied by 
his daughter, Mrs. W. I. Spiegelberg.
